W ashington, July IO.—The bureau of 
statistics of the treasury depar|;rrifent Issued 
to day a statement showing the prodtlojipn 
and consumption ot spirituous and limit 
liquors in the Unite I States and ftfreign 
countries. 
I ranee consumes the largest amount of 
wino per capita. 
Great Britain loads on beer per capita, 
with Germany 
second and tho Unite! 
States a close third. 
Denmark has tho largest total on spiritu­ 
ous liquors. 
I he production of distilled spirits in tho 
United States increased from 17 000,000 
gallons* in 1S05 to 72,000,000 gallons in 
IS''S. 
Formonted liquors increased in tho 
same period from 3,000,000 barrels to 
24,000,000 barrels. 
Sixteen million bushels of grain and 
2,500,0(8) gallons of molasses were used 
last year in tho m anufacture of distilled 
spirits, decreased from 80,000,000 gallons 
in 18,0 to 70,000,000 gallons last year, 
whi’o during tho samo period tho con­ 
sumption of wino increased from 12,000,- 
000 gallons to 30,000,000 gallons, and m alt 
liquors from 205,000,000 gallons to 707,- 
000,000 gallons. 
Tho internal rovenuo and customs reve­ 
nue increased on these articles from <|44,- 
1.11,210 in 1880 to $100,203,628 last year, 
notwithstanding several reductions.

prevent the catastrophe. 
To say that I felt a profound pitty for 
the boy,—for his pain and loss — is bay­ 
ing little. 
While I could not see that I was blame 
worthy, (except that as it is unwise to 
allow boys to be around machinery) I 
still felt a desire to do what I could to 
repair an Resident with which I had been 
so uufoitnnately linked. 
Without any foreboding of the ‘terrors 
of tne law,’ I trad to assist in the care of 
the boy, paying doctor’s bills, etc., to the 
amount of over one hundred dollars. 
Later, when the father, andor advice, be­ 
gall to hold me responsible for the entire 
accident, I offered to do all I felt justi­ 
fied in doing, rather than have my family 
and neighbors forced into the turmoil of 
a law snit, and have bad blood stirred up 
where I had felt only pity. I offered 
either to educate the boy or to giye him 
five acres of land, or four hundred dol­ 
lars and a cow. These being refuged, 
there was no alternative but to be foroed 
through the formalities of 
a lawsuit 
where ono is sure to be brought into a 
state of mind where he woulds ubscrib* 
largely to the enpport of a home mis­ 
sionary who should tax ,the principles 
of integrity and the law of love. 
Not being consulted or given may op­ 
portunity to save the expense of legal1 
proceedings, I am glad to say that the 
ordeal was less severe than I anticipat- 
e J. I accept the ineffable injustice aud 
abuse of such proceedings with what 
grace I can. 
After all, the faots of accidental injury 
aud my innocence of any responsibility 
in the matter are yet disproven. 
Tne greatest sorrow that I feel iu con 
nection with the matte# is that through 
exposure in the exclusion of witnesses 
from ihe court, in the damp and trying 
weather we had, our young fnend and 
neighbor, (just recovering from measle**) 
met his death. 
That Grant Wood, in his promising 
young manhood, should in this way be 
snatched from parents, wife, child and 
friends is terrible for me to contemplate, 
and whin I think of it I cannot see why 
this long ohain of events should have 
been allowed.

Some timts it seems as if a trial by 
jury wa* a screaming farce, with the ele­ 
ment of fun left out; something for the 
lawyers to play upon with their knowl­ 
edge, eloquence and cunning, while the 
decision for justice (?) rests not at all 
with those ‘twelve men an I true.’ 
It has happened sometimes that a j ary 
bas listening patiently for days to evi- j 
deuce pro and con. till they felt them­ 
selves almost prepared to deoide where 
lay the preponderance of evidence, only 
to be charged by the j udge that their ver- 
d ct must hang upon some certain point 
of law and not upon their conviction of 
justice in the matter.
